I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  imnual  R-eport  for 
the  year  1961^  as  required  by  the  Public  Health  Officers’  Regulations, 

Statistics  The  Registrar  G-eneral  estieiated  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Urban  District  as  17,240  persons;  that  is  1050 
more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Census  for  I96I  shows  a  numerical  increase  of 
4,334  which  represents  a  percentage  increase  of  33*2  per  cent 
since  the  1951  Census, 

Births^  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  228  in 
1961(266  in  1960^  and  the  corrected  birth  rate  was  12,69  us 
compared  with  a  rate  of  17*4  for  England  and  Yvales, 

Deaths^  There  w'ere  94  male  deaths  and  100  female 
deaths  making  a  total  of  194  deaths  from  all  causes  as  compared 
with  179  for  i960.  The  corrected  death  rate  was  11. 8l  as  compared 
with  a  rate  for  England  and  V.ales  of  12.0,  The  number  of  deaths 
under  one  year  w-as  3  (4  iu  I960J 

Eood  Poisoning  There  were  6  cases  of  food  poisoning  during 
1961,  One  of  these  cases  w’as  of  special  importance  in  that  it 
raised  the  question  of  the  possibility  of  the  spread  of  the 
disease  from  domestic  pets.  This  case  came  to  light  following  a 
posthum.ous  notification  for  a  patient  who  had  died  in  hospital 
of  food  poisoning.  The  usual  investigation  was  carried  out  of  the 
household  to  which  the  deceased  belonged  and  it  was  discovered 
that  the  other  t\,o  members  of  the  household  had  symptons. 

Specimens  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the 
report  shov/ed  that  Salmonella  typhimurium,  an  organism  which 
causes  food  poisoning  had  been  isolated.  The  family  had  a  dog 
and  at  the  time,  it  too,  w’^as  "off-colour".  Specimens  taken  from 
the  dog  showed  that  the  dog  infected  wmth  Salmonella  typhi¬ 
murium  of  an  identical  strain  (phage  type  U  59)  "to  that  infecting 
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the  hunm  members  of  the  household  including  the  deceased* 

It  has  been  estimated  that  approximately  1-2%  of  cats 
and  dogs  may  be  carriers  of  Salmonella  organisms  and  a  case  such 
as  the  one  I  have  described  does  show  that  there  is  a  real  risk  in 
allowing  cats  to  walk  on  counters  and  in  shop  windows  and  dogs  to 
roam  around  inside  food  shops. 

Slum  Clearance.lt  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
for  1955“60  is  not  yet  nea.r  completion.  In  I96I  the  Council  built 
21+  flats  but  these  were  the  first  since  1957* 

The  Surry  Street  Clearance  Area  was  confirmed  in  1959 
but  there  still  remain  20  families  to  be  rehoused  from  the  unfit 
houses  in  Surry  Street;  24  families  have  been  rehoused  from  the  Area 
into  the  new  Council  flats  and  7  other  families  for  various  reasons 
did  not  require  rehousing. 

Reallocation  of  time  ©f  ^Tcdical  Officer  cf  Health.  In  I96I 
I  made  a  request  to  the  Council  for  a  revision  of  my  contract  so 
that  I  would  have  more  time  for  the  ever  increasing  committments  of 
a  medical  officer  of  health.  A  joint  meeting  of the  authorities 
concerned  took  place  at  which  an  agreement  was  provisionally  reached 
to  revise  my  contract  so  that  I  would  have  more  time  for  my  District 
duties  b^^  being  released  from  some  of  my  County  Council  duties.  The 
County  Council  confircied  that  they  concurred  in  the  agreement,  I  was 
disappointed,  hov/ever,  that  the  District  Council  found  themselves 
unable  to  do  so,

health  and  Housing  Comr.ittco  for  their  support,  to  the  officers  of  the 
other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the  staff  of  my

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SECTION  I 


SOCIAL  COI^IDITIONS  /iND  STATISTICS 

Shoreham-by-Sea  is  situate  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between 
Brighton  and  Worthing.  Elovdng  down  from  Bramber  in  the  North,  the 
River  Adur  bounds  the  tovn  on  its  w^est  side;  vdnding  under  the 
Norfolk  Bridge,  it  then  flov/s  eastwards  until  it  again  turns 
southwards  at  Kingston.  In  this  'way,  the  river  cuts  off  from 
Shoreham  town,  the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur. 

The  town  possesses  two  public  recreation  areas,  namely  - 
Buckingham  Park  which  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Dorns  north 
of  the  town.  Comprising  38  acres,  it  is  used  as  a  public  park  and 
pleasure  ground  available  for  general  sports  and  recreation 
purposes.  The  second  is  the  Adur  Recreation  G-round  which  is  situated 
on  the  west  side  of  the  river  Adur  near  the  Norfolk  Bridge.  This 
comprises  24  acres,  12  acres  being  available  for  recreation  purposes. 

The  District  is  divided  into  six  Wards  for  local  G-ovemment 
Electoral  purposes,  five  Wards  each  being  represented  by  throe 
Councillors,  and  one  Yfard  by  two  Councillors.

SECTION  III 


SANITARY  CIRCUI.4STAN.CES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

The  Public  Health  Act, 1936  deals  v:ith  certain  enactments 
relating  to  public  health,  i'inmng  its  provisions  aie  those  re¬ 
garding  Sanitation  and  Buildings;  Nuisances  and  Offensive  Trades; 
ITater  Supply;  Prevention,  Notification  and  Treatment  of  Disease. 

Drainage,  13  complaints  were  received  concerning  defective  or 
obstructed  drains  and  225  visits  v^ere  made  in  connection  there¬ 
with, 

10  informal  notices  and  2  statutory  notices  were 

served. 


Dustbins,  Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  house- 
Holder  and  failure  to  maintain  the  dustbins  in  a  proper  condit¬ 
ion  of  repair  gives  rise  to  a  nuisance  and  is  a  recurring  source 
of  trouble. 


During  the  year  50  complaints  were  received  and  155 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 


41  informal  notices  and  3  statutory  notices  were 
served  relating  to  the  provision  of  new  dustbins. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises, 

Houses.  During  the  year  12  houses  comprising  62  rooms  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  were  disinfest¬ 
ed. 

Ihfeited  houses  are  treated  v/ith  liquid  insecticides 
or  gammexane . smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of  Council 
houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for  the  presence  of 
vermin  and  treated  as  above. 

Other  Premises,  60  other  premises  comprising  158  rooms  were 

treated  for  insects.  The  treatments  carried  out  under  this 
heading  were  mainly  for  cockroaches. 

Insecticides  used  were  pybuthrin,  malathion, 
dieldrin  and  gammexane. 
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Public  Conveniences.  The  Council  provides  and/or  maintains,  at 
7  sites  in  the  tov,n,  public  conveneinces  for  men  and  at  5  of  these 
there  are  also  public  conveniences  for  women.  These  are  situated 
at  the  Town  Hall,  at  the  Beach  Lido,  Buckinghain  Park,  Kingston 
Beach,  The  Cemetry,  Surry  Street  and  at  the  Red  Lion, 

Inspections  in  connection  with  public  conveniences  during 
the  year  numbered  50* 

Public  Svdmmin^  Baths,  There  are  no  public  sv/imming  baths. 

An  open  air  swimming  pool  has  been  provided  for  the  use  of 
the  schoolchildren  at  one  of  the  secondary  modern  schools.  This 
was  opened  in  I960, 

This  pool  is  supplied  vdth  main  water  vdiich  is  filtered  and 
cVilorinated, 

The  pool  was  inspected  during  the  year  and  a  sample  of  the 
water  was  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  report  on  this  was  satisfactory. 

Provision  of  mortuaries.  There  is  a  mortuary,  provided  by  the 
Council, 

In  addition  to  bodies  from  Shoreham-by-Sea,  this  mortuary 
also  receives  bodies  from  the  Urban  District  of  Southvdok  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Chanctonbury. 

In  1961  the  number  of  bodies  received  into  the  mortuary 
was  74, 

Offensive  Trades,  The  Offensive  trades  scheduled  by  Section  IO7 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  are  blood  boiler,  blood  drier, 
bone  boiler,  fat  extractot,  fat  melter,  fellmonger,  glue  maker, 
rag  and  bone  dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler,  tallow  melter,  tripe 
boiler,  and  no  persons  may  establish  any  of  these  trades  'ivithout 
the  consent  of  the  Sanitary  Authority, 

The  Council  has  made  Byelaws  v/hich  provide  for  the 
regulation  of  the  conduct  of  such  businesses.  During  the 
year  34  complaints  were  received  concerning  offensive  odours 
alleged  to  be  eisanating  from  offensive  trade  premises . 

Inspections  numbered  30* 

In  1961  the  Council  instituted  legal  proceedings  for 
contraventions  of  certain  of  the  Byelaws.  Fines  totalling 
£49  were  imxjosed  in  the  Magistrates  Court, 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  all  the  houses  in  the 
district  except  for  one,  this  latter  being  a  farm  house  v/hich 
receivers  its  supply  from  the  Steyning  public  supply* 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  Needliam  G-reen,  B.Sc,,  M,I,C,E, 

Brighton  Corporation  Y/aterworks  Engineer  for  the  following 
information : - 

1,  The  v\rater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality, 

2,  The  Bacteriological  examinations  of  both  raw  and  treated 
waters  are  made  at  weekly  intervals.  In  addition  daily  samples 
are  taken  from  taps  at  fixed  points  on  the  district.  The  results 
have  been  satisfactory,  A  general  chemical  and  mineral 
examination  of  the  raw  \mter  is  made  each  month, 

3.  All  the  water  is  obtained  from  chalk  and  no  evidence 
of  plumbosolvent  action  is  apparent, 

4.  Chlorination,  vdth  post-ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters 
is  practised  continuously  and  surveys  of  the  catchment  area 
are  regularly  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  a  raw  v/ater  showing 
evidence  of  bacterial  pollution,  such  surveys  are  intensified 
and  appropriate  adjustments  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  dosage  are 
made.  In  addition,  bacteriological  examination  of  the  raw  and 
chlorinated  water  is  carried  out  at  daily  intervals, 

SEYfflRAG-E  AND  SM/AG-E  DISPOSAL 

Practically  100%  of  the  premises  in  the  Shoreham-by-Sea 
District  are  on  main  drainage 

The  sewage  from  the  Shoreham  Urban  District  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground  storage  tank 
holding  a  million  gallons  at  the  extreme  eastern  end  of 
Dolphin  Road,  Shoreham-by-Sea 5-  the  tank  is  connected  by  a  43" 
diameter  sewer  to  the  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewage 
Boards  Sea  Outfall  which  it  joins  in  Albion  Street,  SouthTivick 
and  extends  under  the  harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  sea  from 
the  foreshore  of  approximately  1,000  feet. 
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The  tank  is  discharged  twice  every  twenty-four  hours 
through  this  outfall  together  with' sewage  from  Southwick, 
Portslade  and  a  small  part  of  Hove,  This  discharge  takes 
place  during  the  period  of  approximately  2  -  hrs.  commencing 
1^  -  hrs,  after  each  high  vater.  Apart  from  rough  screening 
no  treatment  of  the  sewage  takes  place. 


Tanks. 


In  parts  of  the  tovn  v/here  sewers  are  not  available, 
there  are  cesspools  and  septic  tanks;  these  number 
approximately  35>  and  are  emptied  by  means  of  a  mechanical 
cesspool  emptier,  and  the  sewage  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage 
Works , 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 


There  is  a  weekly  removal  of  house  refuse.  It  is 
collected  by  mechanical  freighters  and  disposed  of  by  the 
controlled  tipping  method  on  a  site  in  Lancing,  this  being 
used  in  conduction  with  neighbouring  authorities. 

The  service  in  connection  with  Sewerage  and  Drainage 
and  Refuse  Disposal  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor, 
to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  information  given  above, 

FLOODING-  -  1961, 

^ Flooding  occurred  in  the  neighbourhood  of  The  Avenue  on 
morning  of  the  ^Oth  January,  I96I,  A  large  quantity  of  v/ater 
flowed  through  2  gatev;ays  of  the  farmyard  on  the  north  side 
of  The  Avenue  and  caused  flooding  in  3  premises  and  in  a 
number  of  gardens  in  that  road  and  also  carried  on  to  affect 
premises  on  the  north  side  of  the  Upper  Shoreham  Road, 

It  appeared  that  the  flooding  arose  as  a  result  of 
exceptional  rainfall  during  the  24  hours  9,a.m,  29th  Januaiy 
to  9,a.m,  30th  January  the  recorded  rainfall  for  that  period 
being  1,92” , 
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i/7ood7/orm  in  Council  houses. 


The  treatment  of  Council  houses  for  the  presence  of 
woodworm  was  continued  during  the  year  and  of  the  282  prewar 
Council  houses,  a  further  70  virere  treated  initially  during  the 
year  making  a  total  of  218  houses  v/hich  have  been  treated;  three 
houses  were  given  secondary  treatment, 

Yifasps  Nests,  16  wasps'  nests  were  destroyed,

A  nuipber  of  business  and  other  premises  regularly  use 
the  Council’s  services  for  rodent  control  and  for  this  a  charge 
is  made.  A  free  service  is  given  in  respect  of  private  dwellings* 

The  Council’s  sewers  were  tested  during  the  year  and  found 
to  be  completely  free  of  rat  infestation  and  the  usual  poison 
baiting  was , therefore,  unnecessary.  The  refuse  tip  was  treated 
several  times  during  the  year  but  no  miajor  infestation  was  found, 

THE  CARAVAI^T  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OR  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

I960, 

55  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  caravans  and  caravan 
sites  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts,

(e)  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food. 

These  grants  can  be  claimed  as  a  right  subject  to  certain 
conditions.

FACTORIES 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 


District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in 
factories.  These  differ  according  to  whether  the  factory 
is  a  power  factory  or  a  non-power  factory,  i.e.,  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non -power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  - 

Cleanliness, 

Overcrowding, 

Temperature, 

Ventilation, 

Drainage  of  floors, 

Sanitary  Conveniences, 

In  pov/er  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions 
being  the  responsibility  of  H.M,  Inspector  of  Factories,  who 
is  also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the 
requirements  relating  to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable 
and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  107  factories  on 
the  Register,
